Elementary School staged a walk-out 
of their own. 

“Because they’re taking away any 
of our sports, all of our after school 
programs, held trips - and Grad," said 
Cameron, referring to the Graduation 
ceremonies that are usually held in 
the evening, at the end of the school 

Initially more than 30 Grade 8s 
walked out, holding hand-made signs 
- but most returned to the classroom, 
after Principal Steve Peck intervened. 

“I went out and chatted with them, 
and explained that the laws that 
govern students are different than 
the laws that govern workers, and 
teachers are workers,” Peck said. He 


added that as Principal, “I couldn't 
support (the walkout)” since it is his 
job to keep the students inside and 
safe - “but I did empathize with their 
frustrations.” 

Although he could not support the 
action, Peck called it “a valuable 
experience’; and a lesson in civil 
liberty and responsibility. 

Only a small group stayed outside 
and continued to protest. “We’re 
standing for what we believe in,” said 
Brenleigh. 

Peck was asked if graduation 
ceremonies were at risk. "That’s up to 
what happens between the teachers 
and the Ministry,’’ he said. “Grad's not 
until the end of June" - and hopefully 
there will be a resolution before then.

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Rezoning could impact plans for Srs.' Housing 


The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury has passed a 
new and amended Comprehensive Zoning By-law for 
the entire municipality on Tuesday - with one exception. 
Council hesitated to rezone 2490 -10 Sideroad (the St. 
John’s Presbyterian Church property) to match the 
land's current designation in the Official Plan. 

The church was built prior to 2006, when the entire area 
was included in Official Plan Amendment 9, expanding 
the Bradford Seffiement Area. The designation: “Special 
Policy Area.” 

However, in 2010, the church was “inadvertently” 


;hthe 


designation. The problem? The Town nc 
change the zoning to match the designation, but that 
would make it difficult for St. John’s to build a Retirement 
Home on its acreage - without seeking a lengthy and 
costly Official Plan Amendment. 

“We’re taking that ability away from the church,” 
agreed Director of Planning & Development Geoff 
McKnight, who suggested “they should never have had 
that permission... The permissions in the zoning should 
reflect what is in the Official Plan.” 

He noted that the Church had been advised of the 
zoning error over a year ago, and advised that a future 
update to the by-law would correct the mistake. 

Senior Planner Tammy Kitay warned against ignoring 
the conflict between the Official Plan and the Zoning. 
That’s one of the first questions asked at an Ontario 
Municipal Board hearing, she said; unless the error is 
corrected, “I will have to tell the Board that Council 
passed a By-law not in compliance with the Official Plan." 

But Councillor Ron Simpson noted that St. John’s 
Presbyterian has invested time and money in the 
proposal for a retirement home. “If we pass this this 
evening, we’re just chopping them off at the knees." 

Simpson recommended leaving the zoning as is, even 


though it conflicts with the Official Plan. "This Town is in 
dire need of retirement homes. We’re not making much 
headway... The OP is only a land use document. The

About 60,000 birders are 
expected to participate 
in this year’s Christmas 
Bird Count, between 
December 14 and January 
5 - an annual census that 
helps identify and quantify 
trends in bird populations. 

In Ontario alone, 
there are more than 120 
registered counts this 
year - with Ontario Nature 
member groups organizing 
nearly half of them - from 
Point Pelee in the south, to 
Thunder Bay and Ottawa 
in the north. 

Counts are conducted 
over a 24 hour period, and 
involve birders of all ages 
and experience. And this 
year, there is no charge to 
participate. 

In the Bradford West 


Gwillimbury area, the 
National Audubon 
Christmas Bird Count is 
scheduled for December 
29th - the 14th year that 
local volunteers will turn 
out to count bird species 
and numbers. 

"We are also encouraging 
those of you who have 
feeders to put out seed 
and contact us to let us 
know on the 29 th what 
bird visitors you attract,” 
says local naturalist, Peter 
Wukasch.

The data collected 
allows researchers and 
conservation organizations 
to study the health of bird 
populations across North 
America. The information 
tracks bird populations 
and ranges, says John 
Urquhart, Ontario 
Nature's conservation 
science manager. “This 
is a cost-effective way for 
conservation organizations 
to identify trends, 


conservation work where 
it’s needed most." 

The Christmas Bird Count 
dates back to 1900, when 
American ornithologist 
Frank Chapman suggested 
an alternative to the 
once-popular Christmas 
hunt. In that first year, 27 
people counted birds at 25 
locations. In 2011,63,000 
volunteers counted more 
than 60 million birds.
